Dave  was  born  at  Bankstown  along 
with  his  brother  Donald.  They  were 
the  last  of  seven  children,  and  Dave 
thinks  twins  would  not  have  been 
good  news  to  his  father  as  times  were 
tough  and  he  was  a  fettler  on  the 
railway  which  didn’t  pay  much. 

Dave  was  educated  at  Canterbury 
High,  where  according  to  his  own 
reckoning  he  was  a  poor  scholar.  His 
sport  at  school  was  soccer,  but  he  says 
he  was  a  very  ordinary  player.  However 
later  he  was  a  very  keen  water  skier  for 
a  number  of  years  and  had  the  dubious 
honour  of  being  one  of  the  first  to 
barefoot  ski  on  the  Hawkesbury  River. 
This  was  about  15  years  ago  because 
today  many  people  barefoot. 

On  the  day  Dave  turned  15  he  left 
school  and  caught  the  10.30  pm  mail 
train  to  Mudgee,  arriving  there  at  7.30 
the  next  morning  —  frozen.  Fortun¬ 
ately  it  was  Friday  and  the  main 
shopping  day  for  the  area,  and  after 
asking  several  likely  looking  types 
Dave  landed  a  job  with  a  farmer  at 
Cooyal  about  12  miles  out. 

It  took  him  about  a  year  to  work 
out  that  at  ten  shillings  a  week  and 
his  keep  he  wasn’t  going  to  get  far, 
so  he  returned  to  Sydney  and  tried 
his  hand  at  panel  beating.  By  the  time 
he  was  21  he  employed  13  panel 
beaters  in  his  own  business  at 
Bankstown. 


Horses  have  always  been  Dave’s 
first  love,  and  even  before  he  left 
school  he  was  buying  horses  at  the 
old  Homebush  sale  yards  and  riding 
them  bare  back  to  East  Bankstown 
(now  Greenacre)  where,  with  a  little 
luck,  he  would  eventually  sell  them 
at  a  profit. 

Although  Dave  became  involved 
in  a  number  of  ventures,  horses  and 
cattle  are  his  main  interest.  He  has 
properties  at  Muswellbrook  (Yarrama- 
long)  and  Caroona,  (Breeza  Plains). 

Dave  says  that  he  had  a  great 
experience  several  years  ago  when  he 
took  18  horses  to  the  Philippines  on 
the  ship  Arawatta.  The  horses  belonged 
to  a  Philippine  group  and  it  was  his 
job  to  look  after  them  en  route  and 
land  them  safely  in  Manilla.  Being 
signed  on  as  a  crew  member  and 
therefore  getting  to  know  the  crew 
well  gave  him  the  opportunity  of 
seeing  sights  that  he  would  never  have 
seen  as  a  tourist. 

In  1969  Dave  and  his  wife  Elaine 
attended  the  Adelaide  yearling  sales 
together  with  Os  Roberts,  a  fellow 
Club  member  and  his  wife  Thelma. 
On  the  first  night  they  attended  the 
Bloodhorse  Breeders’  dinner  and  Dave 
said  that  he  and  Os  drank  much  of 
that  good  SA  wine.  The  next  morning 
they  were  not  too  popular  with  their 
wives  and  as  they  were  to  attend 
another  party  that  night  they  resolved 
not  to  touch  a  drop. 

That  they  did,  and  after  this  party, 
on  their  way  back  to  the  car,  Dave 
stepped  over  a  garden  that  appeared 
to  border  a  lawn,  which  it  didn’t,  and 
fell  down  a  drop  of  about  six  feet 
breaking  two  ribs.  Later  at  the 
hospital  he  was  given  a  bottle  of  pills 
to  stop  the  pain. 

Next  day  the  Adelaide  sales  went 
from  10  am  to  10  pm  and  the  seats 
were  very  hard.  However,  Dave  felt 
nothing  thanks  to  the  pills,  and  at  9  pm 
when  the  ring  was  practically  deserted 
he  had  a  filly  knocked  down  to  him 


for  $2,300.  She  was  the  Romantic- 
Roussell  Fair  filly.  She  was  neat  and 
small,  boasting  the  same  family  as 
Flight. 

Dave  and  Elaine  named  her  Bouquet 
and  she  proved  one  of  Sydney’s  top 
two  year  olds  in  the  spring  of  1969. 
That  November  Bouquet  won  three 
races  and  was  second  in  four  starts  — 
ability  that  made  her  a  worthy  con¬ 
tender  for  the  Silver  Slipper  Stakes 
and  Golden  Slipper  Stakes. 

But  in  each  of  these  Slippers  what 
did  Bouquet  encounter  —  only 
Baguette!  Dave  retired  Bouquet  to  the 
stud  where  she  was  mated  with  Stan 
Fox’s  $80,000  Village  Square  (imp). 

A  filly  just  about  identical  with  the 
dam  was  the  result,  but  unfortunately 
she  had  an  eye  removed  and  will  never 
race.  However,  she  will  go  to  the  stud 
when  a  three  year  old  and  will  be 
mated  with  Gaul. 

Dave  has  been  to  the  Adelaide 
sales  regularly  since,  but  without  the 
pills  he  says  he  is  not  much  of  a  judge. 

Dave  is  a  regular  patron  of  our 
Dining  Room,  and  with  his  family 
adjudges  it  as  the  best.  They  love  the 
food,  the  varied  menu  and  the  music.
